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Province to 
foot the bill for 
tuition freeze 


Education. Minister calls 
meeting with presidents 
of province's 26 post¬ 
secondary institutions 
'win-win-win' 
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Students at the province’s 
post-secondaiy institutions 
will not face a fall tuition 
increase or even an inflation¬ 
ary adjustment, the minister 
of advanced education said 
Thursday. 

The money schools were 
expecting to take in from 
students via the annual in- 
flationaiy adjustment — es¬ 
timated by the province to 
be around $16 million for all 
26 schools — will instead be 


made up by the province. 

“The department has 
funds set aside for purposes 
like these that we’re going 
to use to make up that short¬ 
fall,” said Eldon Mcllwain, a 
spokesperson for advanced 
education minister Thomas 
Lukaszuk. 

The news that the prov¬ 
ince would foot the bill for 
the inflationary adjustment 
came after Lukaszuk spent 
Thursday meeting with the 
presidents of Alberta’s post- 
secondaiy institutions. 

Following the lengthy 
meeting, a smiling Lukaszuk 
said it was a “win-win-win 
across the board.” 

“(It’s) a great day for stu¬ 
dents,” Lukaszuk said. 

In addition to agreeing 
that there would be no tu¬ 
ition increase for students 
or inflationary adjustment, 
Lukaszuk said all presidents 


agreed to urge students’ 
unions not to increase their 
annual fees. 

Collaboration between 
all schools was discussed in- 
depth at Thursday’s meeting 
and from now on the pres¬ 
idents of the province’s 26 
post-secondaiy institutions, 
as well as representatives of 
student bodies, will be meet¬ 
ing with Lukaszuk quarterly. 

Indira Samarasekera, 
president of the University 
of Alberta, said Thursday’s 
meeting was, “The first step 
in a win-win-win.” 

Samarasekera said the 
cooperation and commit¬ 
ment from all post-secondary 
leaders to work with each 
other and the ministiy was 
encouraging. 

“Ultimately what we all 
care about is the students and 
I think that’s what came out 
of today,” she said. 
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Province maintains that 
there’s no new arena cash

bility Initiative (MSI) funding 
for the project, but there will 
be no additional money. 

“We are going to continue 
to support municipalities 
through MSI and that is the 
perfect place that allows mu¬ 
nicipalities to make the deci¬ 


sions they need to make,” he 
said. 

On Wednesday, city coun¬ 
cillors used an unexpected 
increase in MSI dollars to 
fund $45 million of the arena 
project, leaving a $55-mil- 
lion shortfall. The city had 
originally hoped to receive 
$100 million from the prov¬ 
ince. 

Griffiths said the city’s de¬ 
cision to use the MSI funding 
is its decision, but he does 
not expect more MSI money 
to be announced this year. 

“It will be done when the 
budget is presented in 2014.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said he would wait for a 
more formal response from 


the province on the issue. 

“I am not going to speak 
to what the province will or 
won’t do,” he said. “We will 
make comments when the 
province goes through their 
process.” 

Jim Taylor, executive 
director of the Downtown 
Businesses Association, said 
despite the funding issue he 
is confident the project will 
get done. 

He said the arena has 
been incrementally moving 
toward construction and is 
now rolling downhill. 

“Somewhere about five or 
six months ago we had taken 
so many steps that this arena 
was inevitable,” he said.

Redford stands by 
vigorous pipeline 
campaigning 

Premier Alison Redford 
said she’s not worried 
that her frequent trips 
to Washington, D.C., to 
promote the Keystone XL 
oil pipeline will create an 
overexposure problem 
with the American 
public. 

Redford has visited 
Washington four times 
since she became pre¬ 
mier 18 months ago. She 
has attracted the atten¬ 
tion of anti-Keystone 
protesters, including 
some who repeatedly 
interrupted her speech to 
the Brookings Institution 
last week. 

“The challenge is to 
make sure that your 
story is heard,” Redford 
told reporters prior 
to her annual leader’s 
dinner in Calgary on 
Thursday. 

“If you are lucky 
enough to be one of 
those people where your 
story is heard too much 
and no one wants to hear 
from you anymore, then 
you’ve just done an excel¬ 
lent job.” 

Redford said there are 
key discussions in com¬ 
mittee rooms at both the 
Congressional and Senate 
levels regarding Keystone 
XL and it is essential to 
keep Alberta’s message 
front and centre.

Touched by a former 
child soldier's 
presentation, students 
on mission to help 
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When former child solider 
Kuol Monydhar spoke to a 
Grade 10 class at McNally 
High School last year, his 
story left a lasting impression 
on some of the students. 

Monydhar described 
to the teenagers his child¬ 
hood in war-torn Sudan. He 
showed them video footage 
of a makeshift school he cre¬ 
ated in Sudan that strives to 
disarm children. 

“Instead of cariying guns, 
these kids should be cariying 
pens and go to school,” Mony¬ 
dhar said. 

A stick fence surrounds 
the makeshift school, which 
lies under some trees, and is 
funded by Monydhar, a Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta political sci¬ 
ence student. 

After listening to Mony- 
dhar’s presentation, high 
school students Zoya Hus¬ 
sain, Sairah Thomas and Sera 
Sajeev knew they wanted to

“It was shocking to see 
that kids our age, instead of 
walking around with back¬ 
packs, they have AK47s. Not 
just one, maybe even two

“When we came to know 
how people our age and 
younger are in Sudan with no 
education ... you really want 
to do something about it,” 
Hussain said.

an organization to raise 
money for Monydhar’s cause. 
After narrowing down dozens 
of possible names for their 
new group, an English teach¬ 
er helped the students settle 
on Torches of Hope. 

“We want hope for the 
children in other parts of the 
world,” Hussain said. “And 
torches is like light, so light 
and hope.” 


The girls designed a logo, 
created a video and ordered 
T-shirts and awareness brace¬ 
lets. 

In March, they collected 
money at a basketball game 
they organized between stu¬ 
dents and a college team. 
They plan to have a booth at a 
youth conference in May and 
have been asked to speak at a 
local church. 


Through Torches of Hope, 
the teenagers have raised 
hundreds of dollars for Mony¬ 
dhar. He plans to use the 
money to bring books and 
supplies to the school under 
the trees when he visits 
Sudan in June. 

“I really appreciate what 
they’re doing,” Monydhar 
said. “They’re amazing and 
very, veiy caring kids.” 


Social studies teacher 
Robert Gardner, who invited 
Monydhar to speak to his stu¬ 
dents last year, said it’s been 
a lot of fun to watch Hus¬ 
sain, Thomas and Sajeev raise 
awareness and money for a 
worthwhile cause.

This week, as Alberta students 
stain their pyjama bottoms 
with Red Bull and trade person¬ 
al hygiene for optimum study¬ 
ing, they can add yet another 
item to their list of anxieties:

Failure to agree 


Province staying 
out of regional 
board: Griffiths 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Doug Griffiths told mem¬ 
bers of the Capital Region 
Board to stay the course 
on Thursday, despite con¬ 
cerns the board is becom¬ 
ing dysfunctional. 

In his State of the 
City address this month, 
Edmonton Mayor Stephen 
Mandel said the board 
was not doing enough to 
move the region forward. 

“We agree on things 
that are irrelevant, that 
have no impact on any¬ 
thing, but when things 
have some impact there is 
still no agreement,” Man- 
del said on Thursday. 

Griffiths said he has no 
plans to interfere. “They 
need to work that out 
among themselves be¬ 
cause if I do it, they won’t 
have buy-in,” he said. 

Mandel said the prov¬ 
ince has to get involved, 
because these issues 
won’t be resolved without 
it. 

“That’s why we are in 
the problem we are right

Who, exactly, determines 
how long-term skills develop 
or even what long-term skills 
are? These summer jobs are 
as diverse as the college guide¬ 
book, ranging from helping to 
compile demographic reports 
for the Grande Prairie Com¬ 
munity Foundation to peddling 
condoms at Big Valley Jambo¬ 
ree (where they’re seriously 
needed) on behalf of Option 
Sexual Health. 

Todd Janes isn’t sure how 
these life skills are measured, 
either. As executive director of 
Latitude 53 Galleiy, he’s hired a 
few STEP students to staff pos¬ 
itions. In turn, they’ve gone on 
to land jobs in museums and 
galleries across Canada. 

Kuzniulc points out that 
there are many other summer 
jobs available to students and 
that Alberta youth unemploy¬ 
ment is nearly half the national 
average. It’s a fair point, but 
how many of them are in the 
non-profit sector? And of them, 


how many can compete with 
the wages of private industry? 

Seven dollars an hour may 
not sound like a lot — and for 
some STEP beneficiaries, it 
wasn’t. The City of Edmonton,

for example, received the lion’s 
share: $275,000 for 350 people 
to run the Green Shack. This 
roving crafts and games pro¬ 
gram will live on, thanks to 
community leagues or groups 
that stepped up. 

But for smaller agencies, 
such as the Pride Centre, $7 an 
hour is huge. 

The approximate $4,000 
it received from STEP would 
amount to almost 2 per cent of 
its operating budget. To boot, 
the Community Spirit grant 
program, also cut in 2013, ac¬ 
counted for about 10 per cent 
of its operating budget. 

This is money that helped 
pay three summer students a 


Executive director Mickey 
Wilson says Pride may now 
have to rely on volunteers, 
which means the program 
could suffer. “You can’t train 
them the way you’d train full¬ 
time people.” 

But, above all, it’s a disincen¬ 
tive to apply. 

For 40 years, STEP was 
often the first introduction to 
a sector students wouldn’t have 
otherwise thought to pursue. 
And just as governments have 
budgets, loans and debts, so do 
students. 

By suspending STEP, Alberta 
may have also deterred the 
next generation of executive 
directors and philanthropists.

Jasper Ave. Construction 
wraps up on north side 



Jasper Avenue businesses will 
get some long-awaited relief 
next week as construction 
shifts over and sidewalks on the 
north side open. 

Josh Wiclcard, with the 
Underground Tap and Grill, is 
overjoyed that the construction 
is coming to an end. He said it 
has been hard to attract cus¬ 
tomers with all of their signs 
blocked, and that the bar itself 
is difficult to find. 

Jim Taylor, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Downtown Business 
Association, said the upgrades, 
including wider sidewalks and 
better lighting, are going to be 
worth the wait. 

“This is going to be one of 
the most modem boulevards 
in Canada and it is going to be 
very wallcable and exciting.” 


The project was originally 
supposed to allow for the re¬ 
opening of traffic in both direc¬ 
tions over the winter, but that 
was abandoned after delays last 
year.

Complaint. 

Guards say 
new remand 
centre not 
safe for work 

Alberta prison guards say a 
massive new remand centre 
set to open in Edmonton 
isn’t safe to work in. 

The Alberta Union of 
Provincial Employees says 
it has found five pages of 
design flaws after touring the 
facility, which will eventually 
hold up to 2,000 inmates. 

The union says it is also 
not satisfied with some of 
the new procedures, which 
will see guards work much 
more closely with inmates. 

Union president Guy 
Smith has asked the province 
to delay the transfer of the 
first batch of 800 inmates 
from the old remand centre 
until changes are made. 

Smith said the union has 
also filed a formal occupa¬ 
tional health and safety com¬ 
plaint with the government 
about the facility. 

Alberta Justice said it is 
aware of the complaint and 
will work with the union to 
deal with safety concerns, 
but that the inmate transfers 
will go ahead this month as 
scheduled, the Canadian press

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Corpse flower bloom 
years in the making 


Putrella. Flower to stink 
like rotting meat, but 
scent only lasts a day, 
so don’t miss it 


A giant plant is preparing 
to bloom in Edmonton, but 
visitors should be prepared to 
hold their noses. 

Amorphophallus titanum, 
commonly known as the 
corpse flower, is expected to 
open in two to three weeks 
inside one of the city’s land¬ 
mark glass pyramids at the 
Muttart Conservatoiy. 

Staff horticulturist Sarah 
Birmingham said the day the 
flower opens, it will emit a 
stench like dead bodies or rot¬ 


ting meat. 

The promised putrid smell 
has led staff to nickname their 
newest attraction Putrella, she 
said. 

“I don’t think it will assault 
your senses so much that it’s 
going to make you physic¬ 
ally nauseous, but you never 
know,” Birmingham said with 
a smile. 

The tropical plant is found 
in the wild in Sumatra, an 
island in Indonesia, but is 
also grown in greenhouses 
around the world. Each time 
it blooms, it’s an event. 

Another corpse flower 
bloomed this week in Miami 
and one opened last year in 
Niagara Falls, Ont. The Ed¬ 
monton flower will be the 
first to bloom in Western Can¬ 


ada, said Birmingham. 

She said Putrella came 
from Boston last summer as a 
125-kilogram tuber, the size of 
a tire, packed in dirt. In March, 
a bud cracked through the soil 
and last weekend staff became 
certain it would flower. 

It can take years for the 
plant to develop a flower and 
the bud grows several metres 
tall before opening. 

It’s an amazing sight: a 
giant, purple-reddish bloom, 
like something out of the Lit¬ 
tle Shop of Horrors movie. 

Birmingham said anyone 
who wants to see Putrella 
will have to hurry because 
its bloom will only last for a 
few days and its unforgettable 
scent will last for only one.

HATEBASE AIMS TO PREVENT 
GENOCIDE BY TRACKING 
HATE SPEECH

A Toronto-based non-govem- 
mental organization is tracking 
the use of hate speech around 
the world, hoping to help stop 
genocide before it starts. 

The Sentinel Project re¬ 
cently launched Hatebase, a 
wiki-style website that asks the 
public to contribute to a multi¬ 
lingual dictionaiy of hateful 
words and to log incidents in 
which those words are used. 

The Hatebase API allows 
users — potentially govern¬ 
ments and NGOs — to map out 
and chart localized spikes and 
trends in hate speech in real 
time. 

Spikes in hate speech, 


when combined with other 
knowledge about tensions in 
a region, can be an early warn¬ 
ing sign of violence, or of vio¬ 
lence escalating to genocide, 
said Timothy Quinn, an adviser 
with The Sentinel Project. 

“When we start layering in 
hate speech, that gives us an 
indication — when it’s spiking 
over time — that tensions are 
rising,” he said. 

For example, in Rwanda in 
the 1990s “inyenzi,” meaning 
“cockroach,” was a derogatoiy 
term for the Tutsi that escalat¬ 
ed in use before the genocide, 
with radio announcers ultim¬ 
ately calhng on people to exter¬ 
minate the cockroach. 

While the Sentinel Project 
focuses on preventing geno¬ 
cide, the upsurge in hateful

language can also indicate 
other violence that doesn’t ne¬ 
cessarily amount to genocide. 

“God knows, there’s a lot 
that can happen before then 
that certainly warrants mon¬ 
itoring and intervention,” 
Quinn said. 

Defining hate speech, how¬ 
ever, isn’t easy. 

“Hate speech is really de¬ 
fined more by the intent than 


the word itself,” Quinn said. 
“There are some words that 
might have a benign meaning 
in some contexts, but in other 
contexts have a very malignant 
intent.” 

For example, without a 
deeper knowledge of the re¬ 
gion, the use of “cockroach” 
in Rwanda in the ’90s could be 
attributed to a cockroach in¬ 
festation, instead of a brewing 
genocide. 

The Hatebase dictionaiy is 
growing as more people with 
important knowledge about 
the world are beginning to use 
it, Quinn said. 

“The spread of our users is 
global,” he said. “We’re start¬ 
ing to get a lot of veiy localized 
slurs, which we didn’t have 
before.” 



Resolving issues with user-generated content 


Relying on user-generated con¬ 
tent isn’t without its problems, 
said Timothy Quinn, an adviser 
with the Sentinel Project. Hate¬ 
base has attracted some people 
with political agendas who have 
started arguing over words and 
definitions that likely have very 
little value for organizations 


concerned about genocide. 

“I’ve had a couple of Nazis 
that are pissed off at me. I’ve 
got a group of anti-feminists 
that are pissed off that we 
removed a word we didn’t think 
was hate speech,” Quinn said. 

For example, some recent 
additions to the Hatebase wiki, 


such as “patriarchy,” “cis male” 
and “white privilege,” are found 
in academic language com¬ 
monly used in women's studies. 
If those words were a sign of 
genocide, university campuses 
would be very scary places. 

Fortunately, Hatebase can 
distinguish what inputs are rel¬ 


evant and doesn’t bother with 
anything that doesn’t relate 
to an area of concern, Quinn 
said. “Some of it is meaningful 
and some of it is not. Funnily 
enough, the stuff of dubious 
value is the stuff people fight 
about the most,” he said.

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Vigil remembers 
Rehtaeh Parsons 



Halifax. N.S. premier 
says he hopes measures

People filled a park in Halifax 
on Thursday night to remem¬ 
ber Rehtaeh Parsons, holding 
candles and burning incense 
as native drummers played a 
drum song dedicated to the 
17-year-old girl. 

Many held photocopied pic¬ 
tures of Rehtaeh on a sunny 
evening as dusk fell. A native 
elder read a prayer: “We pray 
for an end to violence against 
young women and girls.” 

A number of politicians at¬ 
tended the vigil, including Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter and Halifax 
Mayor Mike Savage. 

The girl’s family says Reh¬ 
taeh hanged herself last week 
and was later taken off life- 
support following months of 
bullying after she was sexually 
assaulted by four boys and a 
photo of the alleged incident 
was distributed. 

Rehtaeh’s cousin Angella 
Parsons appealed for a rea¬ 
soned response to Rehtaeh’s 
death. “My family asks people 
not to respond with violence 
and aggression to this terrible 
tragedy,” she told the crowd 
through tears. “We are coming 
together in memoiy of Reh¬ 
taeh.... To celebrate her life.” 

The RCMP have said they 
are aware of reports that some 
are suggesting harm against 
people involved in the investi¬ 
gation. 

Earlier Thursday, Dexter 
told the legislature he wanted 
a timely response to satisfy the

public’s concerns about Reh¬ 
taeh’s case.

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With digital technology and 
social media increasingly used 
by bullies to taunt their tar¬ 
gets, it’s never been easier for 
harmful messages and images 
aimed at tormenting victims 
to be spread to the masses. 

While some youth may 
be unsure of how to stop the 
chain of cyberbullying, ex¬ 
perts say that simply remain¬ 
ing idle is not the answer. 

“If a child receives a photo 
circulated through social 
media there are many things 
that he or she can do. Perhaps 


the most important thing is to 
let someone know and not be 
part of the problem, but part 
of the solution,” said Debra 
Pepler, scientific co-director of 
PREVNet, a national authority 
on research and resources for 
bullying prevention. 

“Being part of the problem 
is sending that on to other 
people, writing derisive com¬ 
ments about it; in some way 
joining the bullying rather 
than indicating dissatisfaction 
and displeasure with it.” 

PREVNet (Promoting Re¬ 


lationships and Eliminating 
Violence Network) has several 
tips on its website geared to¬ 
wards teens on how to deal 
with cyberbullying. 

Among them: talk to a 
trusted adult; “pause and 
think” before sending mes¬ 
sages; don’t ignore instincts 
when seeing or receiving mes¬ 
sages which seem aggressive 
or over the line; and let the 
sender of an offending mes¬ 
sage know you’re not OK with 
cyberbullying.

Some never-before-seen arti¬ 
facts from the minutes and 


hours following President 
John F. Kennedy’s assassina¬ 
tion are going on display in 
Washington. 

The Newseum, a mu¬ 
seum devoted to journalism 
and the U.S. constitutional 
amendment on a free press, 
is marking the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the assassination with 
a yearlong commemoration 
including two new exhib¬ 


itions and a new film about 
Kennedy. 

One exhibit, entitled 
Three Shots Were Fired, fol¬ 
lows the events and news 
coverage that unfolded after 
Kennedy was shot in Dallas 
on Nov. 22, 1963. 

It opens to the public Fri¬ 
day, along with an extensive 
exhibition of photographs 
by Kennedy’s personal pho¬ 


tographer, entitled Creating 
Camelot. 

For the first time, the mu¬ 
seum is showing items from 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald at 
the time of his arrest. 

The display includes Os¬ 
wald’s wallet, a jacket that 
police believe he discarded 
and a blanket used to hide his 
rifle in a friend’s garage.

Brain activity can 
be used to guess 
what music you’ll 
buy: Study 

A new study suggests brain 
activity can be used to ac¬ 
curately guess what music 
people enjoy enough to 
buy. 

The study, published 
in the journal Science, 
found that an area of the 
brain called the nucleus 
accumbens drives people’s 
responses to music they’ve 


never heard before. 

Researchers set up a 
mock environment resem¬ 
bling iTunes and measured 
activity in the nucleus 
accumbens as people 
browsed through unfamil¬ 
iar songs. 

Study participants could 
buy music at any one of 
four price points. Research¬ 
ers found the amount of 
activity in the nucleus 
accumbens allowed them 
to predict which songs the 
subjects would download 
and how much they would 
spend.

Gun-control supporters in the 
U.S. Senate won the first show¬ 
down over how to respond to 
the December school shootings 
in Connecticut, defeating an ef¬ 
fort by conservatives to derail 
firearms restrictions before de¬ 
bate could even start. 

The 68-31 vote on Thursday 
gave an early burst of momen¬ 
tum to efforts by President 
Barack Obama and lawmakers 
to push fresh but modest gun 
curbs through Congress. The 
National Rifle Association, the 
top gun advocacy group, along 
with many Republicans and 
some moderate Democrats, say 
the proposals go too far. 

The road to congressional 
approval of major restrictions 
remains difficult, particularly 
in the Republican-led House of 
Representatives, where there is 



strong opposition. 

The vote came four months 
after a gunman killed 20 young 
children and six staffers at a 
Connecticut school. 

Expanded background 
checks of gun purchasers are at 
the core of the latest Democrat- 
led gun-control drive. Other top 
proposals — including bans on 


assault weapons and high-cap¬ 
acity ammunition magazines 
— will be offered as amend¬ 
ments during Senate debate 
but seem destined for defeat. 

Background checks current¬ 
ly apply only to transactions 
handled by the country’s 55,000 
licensed gun dealers. Advocates 
of expanding the system say

Spending on drugs 
grows at slowest

Students get real-world 
cyber-security training 


Eveiy week, a group of teens 
and 20-somethings gets togeth¬ 
er on a college campus, turn 
up music and begin hacking 
into computer networks. 

But they’re not criminals: 
They’re students training to 
become “white-hat” hackers, 
experts that help business and 
government agencies protect 
their data from cyber-attaclcs. 

Since actual hacking is il¬ 
legal, students can’t just sneak 


into a webpage and poke 
around. So industiy experts 
and professors collaborate to 
create exercises that expose 
them to real-world hacking 
scenarios. 

“Becoming good at security 
involves doing these challen¬ 
ges, exercises that put you in 
the context even if it’s artificial 
and made up,” says NYU-Poly 
professor Nasir Memon.

A Texas grand juiy has in¬ 
dicted eccentric millionaire 
and artist Stanley Marsh 3 on 
charges that he sexually as¬ 
saulted six teenagers, accord¬ 
ing to documents. 

Marsh, 75, was indicted 
Wednesday on four counts of 
sexual assault of a child, eight 
counts of sexual performance 
by a child, and two counts 
of indecency with a child. If 
convicted, Marsh, the son of 


an oil tycoon, faces up to 20 
years in prison and fines of 
up to $10,000 on each count. 

The allegations date to 
before Marsh suffered a mas¬ 
sive stroke in 2011. Marsh has 
been free on bond since he 
turned himself in on a Nov¬ 
ember arrest warrant. 

A statement from his law¬ 
yers noted the accusers had 
filed civil suits “seeking mil¬ 
lions of dollars” and that they 
had waited to come forward 
until after Marsh’s stroke. 

The civil suits alleged 
Marsh gave teenage boys 
cash, alcohol, drugs and in 
one case, two BMWs, to per¬ 
form sex acts with him dur¬ 
ing secret encounters at his

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Has the Bitcoin bubble burst? 


Speculation cycle. 

Cyber-currency's value 
has rocketed up and 
down in recent days, 
but observers say it's 
survived swings before 


It’s a promising form of elec¬ 
tronic cash free from central 
bankers and beloved by hack¬ 
ers. But Bitcoin may also be in 
deep trouble, registering cat¬ 
astrophic losses that have sent 
speculators scrambling. 

Although the cyber-curren¬ 
cy has existed for years as a 
kind of Internet oddity, a per¬ 
fect storm of developments has 
brought it to the cusp of main¬ 
stream use. 

As currency crises in Europe 
piqued investors’ interest, a 
growing number of businesses 
announced they were accepting 
bitcoins for an ever-wider range 
of goods and services. The value 
of a single bitcoin began racing 
upward amid growing media 
attention, smashing past the 
$100 US mark last week before 
more than doubling again in 
just a few days. 

Then came the crash. The 
price of Bitcoin has imploded, 
falling from $266 US on Wed¬ 


nesday to roughly $55 on Thurs¬ 
day. The best-known Bitcoin 
exchange, the Tokyo-based Mt. 
Gox, suspended trading for 
what it described as a 12-hour 
“market cooldown.” 

Nicholas Colas, chief mar¬ 
ket strategist for the ConvergEx 
Group, said it was a “great ques¬ 
tion” whether the currency 
could survive the wrenching 
up-and-down. “At this point I 
would say yes, since it has be¬ 
fore,” Colas wrote in an email. 
But he noted that, unlike pre¬ 
vious oscillations, Thursday’s 
collapse was taking place in 
the full glare of international 
media attention. 

“A lot more people know 
about Bitcoin than during the 
prior problems,” he said. 

Colas seemed to reject the 
idea that the suspension of 
trading at Mt. Gox was a sign 
that Bitcoin was coming apart 
at the seams. “For the aver¬ 
age user, losing Mt. Gox for 12 
hours is like going to an ATM 
and finding that it is out of 
money,” he said. 

But he prefaced the state¬ 
ment by noting that bitcoins 
suffered from the same weak¬ 
ness of any other form of 
money. If people increasingly 
believe they’re not worth any¬ 
thing, then they’re not worth 
anything, the associated press

Mea culpa. Bank 
publishes open letter in 
response to furor over 
treatment of IT workers 


Royal Bank’s top executive 
apologized Thursday to the 
workers who are being affect¬ 
ed by the bank’s outsourcing 
arrangement with a foreign 
company, saying RBC should 
have been more sensitive and 
helpful to them. 

The apology follows a back¬ 
lash against the bank after 
some of its Canadian infor¬ 
mation technology workers 
complained they were being 
replaced by foreign workers 
working for a company con¬ 
tracted by RBC. 

Chief executive Gord Nix¬ 
on said in an open letter, to 
be published in Friday news¬ 
papers, that the bank is also 
reviewing its supplier arrange¬ 
ments and policies to balance 
its desire to be a successful 


business and a “leading cor¬ 
porate citizen.” 

He repeated assurances 
that all of the affected work¬ 
ers — about 45 people — will 
be offered comparable job op¬ 
portunities at the bank, which 
is Canada’s largest bank by 
assets.

Richard: Mark, I liked this 
movie. It’s an old-fashioned 
Hollywood biopic, and I think 
as that it works well, but I 
can’t start any conversation 
about the movie without 
mentioning Harrison Ford’s 
performance. He’s the gruff 
old coot Branch Rickey and 
Harrison brings him to life 
with cigar and eyebrow act¬ 
ing, hurumphing his way 
through the role in an enter¬ 
taining, but decidedly hammy 
fashion. What did you make 
of his performance? 


Mark: Richard, there is no 
movie WITHOUT Harrison 
Ford. Everyone else is pretty 
one dimensional, good or 
evil, including Robinson 
himself. But Ford brings a lit¬ 
tle craziness to a very sober 
biopic. Rickey’s a hard guy 
to figure out, which is good.

Ford always 
keeps us guessing, which is 
more than the rest of the 
movie does. I liked the mov¬ 
ie, but really, when the bad 
guys are redneck racists in 
the 1940s it’s like shooting 
catfish in a barrel. 

RC: I liked Ford too but you 
take those eyebrows away 


and there’s not a whole 
lot left to that character. 
42 is a melodramatic Holly¬ 
wood biopic with one big 
moment after the next 
buoyed by a swelling sound¬ 
track and loads of stock 
characters, but writer / 
director Brian Helgeland 
doesn’t shy away from the 
harder edged aspects of 
the story. He tackles the ra¬ 
cism Robinson was greeted 
with head on and it is 
often uncomfortable to 
watch. 

MB: All too true, and you 
just can’t believe that kind 
of overt racism occurred 
only 70 years ago. But, oh, 
that soundtrack! Stop telling 
me how to feel; I feel it al¬ 
ready! By the way, I thought 


Chris Meloni played an in¬ 
teresting character, a flawed 
human being with a good 
essence. I wish he had been 
in the movie more. And the 
film had a nice sense of time 
and place. But although Rob¬ 
inson himself is a hero, he’s 
forced by history to be a bit 
of a bore, which is not good 
for the movie. 

RC: I thought Chadwick Bose¬ 
man showed some of the 
tenacity, talent and strength 
of character that made Robin¬ 
son a legend. 

MB: He was excellent at 
conveying Robinson’s noble 
purpose. But you know what 
they say about the Bible: it’s 
the Devil that has the best 
part!

Will Cruise’s star fade into Oblivion?

A year ago, Tom Cruise was 
riding a wave of good press 
with a comeback narrative 
in full swing. His franchise 
return Mission: Impossible 
Ghost Protocol had reassured 
Hollywood that audiences still 
had an appetite for the star 
after something of a diy patch, 
eventually bringing in nearly 
$700 million worldwide at the 
box office. And on top of that, 


he had two high-profile and 
buzzed-about roles ahead for 
2012 — the hair metal musical 
Rock of Ages and the tough-guy 
crime thriller Jack Reacher. 

But then Rock of Ages was 
met with withering reviews 
and disappointing box office 
numbers, and Jack Reacher 
underperformed, with neither 
film opening at No. 1 at the 
box office. Now, with Cruise’s 
Oblivion set to launch — fol¬ 
lowing an ad campaign relying 
heavily on the star’s bankabil¬ 
ity — Hollywood finds itself 
asking the same questions it 
did before the release of Ghost 
Protocol: Can Tom Cruise open 
a movie? 

The last few years have 
suggested that the age of 
the movie star may be over, 
that audiences are no longer 
swayed merely by the presence 
of a big name on the poster. In 
fact, until recently it seemed 
the only two stars left who 


could be counted on to open a 
movie — regardless of its con¬ 
tent — were Will Smith and 
Adam Sandler. Smith’s Men 
in Black 3 was indeed a block¬ 
buster last year, but it was his 
first starring role in four years. 
And the generally review-proof 
Sandler’s last two live-action 
outings, Jack and Jill and That’s 
My Boy, were complete bombs. 
(It should be noted that Hotel 
Transylvania, which featured 
Sandler’s voice, was a hit.) 

And so far, 2013 hasn’t 
been very good to traditional 
movie stars, with major box 
office flops for Expendables 
stars Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
Sylvester Stallone and Jason 
Statham. Bruce Willis’ A Good 
Day to Die Hard fared a bit bet¬ 
ter, at least opening at No. 1, 
but in eight weeks of release 
it’s still a long ways off from re¬ 
couping its $92 million budget. 
Even Brad Pitt, who is hoping 
June’s World War Z will do well 


enough to launch a franchise, 
took a bath on last November’s 
Killing Them Softly, which he 
both starred in and produced. 

So if Oblivion doesn’t do 
well, does that mean the Tom 


Cruise brand is officially in 
trouble? Not likely. As Ghost 
Protocol proved, the star has 
an uncanny ability to bounce 
back from both critical failures 
and tabloid talk. And with the 


more recent Oblivion trailers 
making the film look more in¬ 
teresting and enticing, maybe 
Cruise’s latest go at saving the 
world will also save his career. 
Again.

On the lam with Redford 



The Company You 
Keep. Actor talks

The Company You Keep, the 
ninth film Robert Redford 
has directed — and only the 
third he has starred in as well 
— concerns former members 
of the Weather Underground, 
the militant, and sometimes 
violent, anti-Vietnam War or¬ 
ganization. 

A longtime Hollywood 
liberal, Redford has spoken 
of the film’s political nature 
elsewhere. But today he dis¬ 
cusses its other aspects. 

“If you had to break it down 
in terms of which (theme) is 
more important, the one for 
my character is obvious: the 
love of his daughter,” he ex¬ 
plains. 

When the Feds start round¬ 
ing up ex-members responsible 
for a violent bank robbeiy, Red- 
ford’s character, who’s inno¬ 
cent of those charges, goes on 


the lam to clear his name. 

“What happens when you’re 
passionate and totally commit¬ 
ted to something in your youth, 
and then that evaporates? You 
grow out of that position and 
you’re still stuck because of the 
trap you created for yourself 
when you were young. What 
is the cost of that? (The film is) 
not about that event that took 
place in 1970. That’s the kick¬ 
off. It’s about their fives right 
now.” 

When journalists talk to 
Redford, inevitably All the 
President’s Men, the 1976 film 
about the revelation of Water¬ 
gate, comes up. 

“That was not about Water¬ 
gate. That was not about 
President Nixon,” he maintains. 

“It was about those two 
guys and the work that they 
did. I wanted to put a light on 
something I didn’t think many 
people knew about, which is: 
how do journalists work? How 
do they get a stoiy?” 

The film’s portrait of jour¬ 
nalism doesn’t quite mesh with 
today. 

“(Journalism has) changed 
so drastically, because of the 
democratization of informa¬ 
tion. Anyone can put some¬ 
thing up. So now it’s harder 
and harder to find what the 
truth is,” he says, pointing out 
that there’s less regulation of 


the press now. 

“The rules that governed 
journalism when I was younger 
said you had to get two people 
to go on record before you could 
quote a source. That’s gone. 
What took it away was the need 


to compete. You had to scoop. 
Sometimes you couldn’t wait 
around to do the ethical thing. 
You had to jump to get ahead 
of the next guy. It makes Water¬ 
gate look like a piece of histoiy. 
It can’t come back.”

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No achy breaky hearts 
for Chris O’Dowd

“Country and western music,” 
says Chris O’Dowd, “is a veiy 
easy thing to deride.” 

In The Sapphires O’Dowd 
plays an Irish musician play¬ 
ing piano in Australia’s out¬ 
back bars in exchange for beer 
money. His life is spiralling 
downward until he discovers a 
group made up of four of tal¬ 


ented Indigenous Australian 
sisters. Trouble is, he doesn’t 
like the music they sing. 

“When I met you,” he says 
in the film, “you were doing 
all country and western things 
and that’s fine, we all make 
mistakes.” 

For O’Dowd that speech 
was art imitating life. “My dad 
played guitar in pubs playing 
countiy and western music,” 
he says. “So I feel like the 
whole speech I do about coun¬ 
tiy and western music is some¬ 
thing that has been pent up 
in me since I was 14. Carrying 
his guitar case to listen to bad 
Merle Haggard tracks.” 

“Countiy and western 
music is huge in Ireland. I 
don’t know why. It’s all Kris 
Kristofferson and a bit of Wil¬ 


lie Nelson and Clint Black. Dad 
was really into it. Maybe it’s 
that countiy and western has 
some origins in bluegrass and 
bluegrass has origins in Irish 
music. There’s something go¬ 
ing on there. And Irish people 
love a good whine. We’re great 
at it.” 

In the film he convinces the 
girls to trade countiy for soul 
music and shapes them into a 
version of The Supremes. 

“I wrote this speech about 
how countiy music is about 
loss, but soul music is also 
about loss — you’ve lost but 
you haven’t given up — and 
that has a nice payoff in the 
film. 

“Countiy music is kind of 
whiny,” he says. “He left me, 
now what am I going to do 


with my life? Whereas soul 
music is like, ‘I’m going to get 
that bugger back.’ It’s nice. It’s 
a nice turning point in the film 
where we’re not going to feel 
sorry for ourselves. That’s an 
important element for the en¬ 
tire stoiy. About moving on.” 

Thinldng back on his teen¬ 
age years, he speculates if his 
attitude might have been dif¬ 
ferent if dear old dad had sung 
a different kind of music. 

“I wonder if he had been 
an amazing A1 Green-esque 
songster if I would have still 
said, ‘This is so lame.’ I wonder 
sometimes with people whose 
parents are cool. I’ve been 
working with Rashida Jones 
recently and I’m like, ‘How 
can you not think your dad is 
cool?”’ 


Canada’s first 3D animated feature 


When it comes to 3D animated 
features, it’s hard to compete 
with the mammoth releases of 
Pixar and DreamWorks. 

So in tackling the Inuit- 
themed drama The Legend of 
Sarila, Quebec director Nancy 
Florence Savard decided she 
wouldn’t even tiy. 

Her debut movie is billed 
as Canada’s first-ever 3D ani¬ 
mated feature film, and makes 
its mark with a strong visual 
signature that Savard says sets 
it apart from slick Hollywood 
offerings. 

“We knew that we couldn’t 
do something the same as 
what they were doing. But we 
knew also that people would 
compare us because it’s an ani¬ 


mation movie,” says Savard, 
describing her $8.5-million film 
as more akin in spirit to the Na¬ 
tional Film Board. 

“We chose where we will 
put our energy, and we knew 
that we didn’t have that much 
money. So instead of hying to 
do a technology (heavy) movie 
we said, ‘OK, we’ll do an artistic 
movie.’” 

The Legend of Sarila fol¬ 
lows three young Inuit friends 
who make a last-ditch attempt 
to save their clan from famine 
by heading out in search of a 
fabled land where game and 
food is plentiful. 

Among them is the budding 
shaman Markussi, voiced by 
Dustin Milligan, whose increas¬ 


ing powers threaten the status 
of his community’s revered 
aging shaman Croolilc, voiced 
by Christopher Plummer. 

Savard credits the Oscar- 
winning Plummer with giv¬ 
ing the film celebrity heft. But 
he also infused the villainous 
Croolilc with some much-need¬ 
ed nuance. 

“When Christopher Plum¬ 
mer said, ‘Yes,’ I was really 
shocked, I was really surprised, 
I was really happy about that,” 
says Savard, who began her 
career at the television music 
channel MusiquePlus, Radio- 
Canada, Astral and TVA. 

The Legend of Sarila — rec¬ 
ommended for kids age eight 
and up — opens Friday in To¬ 



ronto as part of the TIFF Kids 
International Film Festival. 

The festival kicks off Tues¬ 
day with its TIFF Kids school 
program, offering a mix of 
shorts, features, foreign, five ac¬ 
tion and animated fare for audi¬ 
ences age three to 13.

Q&A. Julio Iglesias 
speaks candidly about 
his latest album and 
turning the big 7-0 


In Julio Iglesias’ recipe for suc¬ 
cess, talent is only a tiny in¬ 
gredient. And although the 
Spanish crooner says singing 
was not an innate gift for him, 
he says he’s gotten better — 
and he wants to show that to 
fans with his latest album. 

“Good timing is the first 
thing you need in order to 
achieve success,” says one of 
the 10 bestselling Latin art¬ 
ists in histoiy. “Then you need 
good luck and then a little tal¬ 
ent ... and a lot of passion, a lot 
of drive, and discipline.” 

In a recent interview at his 
luxurious house on the island 
of Indian Creek, Iglesias spoke 
about the reasons he recorded 
1 — Greatest Hits, a double CD 
with songs he made popular in 
English, Spanish, French and 
Italian, like Begin the Beguine 
(Volver a Empezar), Crazy, 
Hey, Me Olvide de Vivir, and Me 
Va, Me Va. 

“I wanted to be practical 


and sing better the songs that 
deserved to be better sung,” he 
said. 

He also said he didn’t care 
much about critics anymore 
and spoke about his fear of 
sleep and his next birthday. 

What would you like to say 
with this album? 

Nothing. I want to make things 
better. I want people to know 
that I sing better, that sound 
today is a lot better. I don’t want 
anyone to hide my voice in 20 
years and put the orchestra 
they want in. I don’t want any¬ 
one to do dirty tricks with my 
music. I want to do it myself. 

Have you sacrificed time 
with you family for your 
career? 

Not at all. My family has all the 
time in the world. My family 
lives the way it lives because 
I have this time marginalized 
for them, not in a sense of 
reproach, but happiness. All 
my children and all my direct 
family must be really happy 
that I spent less time (with 
them). 

What makes you happy? 

(Silence) No, no, happiness for 


me is not a special motivation. 
There are things way more im¬ 
portant than happiness. Emo¬ 
tion is much more important... 
Excitement and passion is 100 
times better than happiness. 

And what excites you? 

Many things. Waking up, that 
excites me a lot because I don’t 


like to sleep. 

What makes you go on? 

Discipline. Success. 

Are you afraid to lose it? 

Not anymore. The only thing 
I’m going to lose at this point 
is life. It’s not a veiy modest 
answer, but it is a fair one.

Much like a human union, 
when it comes to food and 
wine, the bride often comes 
with an entourage that 
can’t be ignored.

In fact, if the Oilers use 
their final stretch of games to 
prove just how close they are 
to being a threat, Edmonton 
won’t even come close to the 
No. 1 pick overall in the lotteiy 
— and yes, that’s a good thing 
at this point. 

Right now, all that is left 
is to look at that near future. 
The entire young core of the 
franchise is locked up through 
next year, with only Sam 
Gagner and, depending on 
your opinion as a fan, Magnus 
Paajarvi due to re-up as re¬ 
stricted free agents. 

Once again, the biggest 
concern will be on defence. 
Andy Sutton never could 
return from injuiy and early 
retirement is unfortunately 
on the horizon. Ryan Whitney 
has been used more by coach 
Ralph Krueger lately and it 
will be interesting to see what 
happens with the affable vet. 
He has one year left on his 
contract, so he’s not exactly 
an anchor, but at the same 
time he was scratched for 
long stretches this season. Do 
you buy him out, hope for a 
full turnaround, or deal him 
early to a team in need of a 
blue-finer? 

Right now, the Oilers have 
about $12 million of cap space 
left for next season with 16 
players signed. Gagner and

It never figured to come at 
Augusta National. 

But there he was Thurs¬ 
day, after a bogey-free opening 
round, sharing the top spot on 
the leaderboard at the Masters.

“Obviously, this is not my 
most favourite place,” Garcia 
said, hying to be diplomatic. 
“But we hy to enjoy it as much 
as we can eveiy time we come 
here. Sometimes it comes out 
better than others. Today was 
one of those good days. Let’s 
enjoy it while it lasts.” 

Garcia’s 6-under 66 tied him 
with Aussie Marc Leishman on 
a cloudy day that was made for 
going low. The Spaniard took 
advantage, rekindling mem¬ 
ories of the teen phenom who 


seemed certain to win numer¬ 
ous major titles after he battled 
with Tiger Woods at the 1999 
PGA Championship, losing by a 
single stroke. 

Garcia has challenged in 
other majors, but rarely at the 
Masters — a course that doesn’t 
seem to fit his style or shaky 
putter. In 14 appearances at Au¬ 
gusta National, he has finished 
in the top 10 only twice. 

This year, Woods is still the 
favourite after opening with a 
70. But it appears he’ll have a 
lot of competition. 

“I felt like I putted well to¬ 
day,” said Woods, whose only 
lower opening-round score 
at Augusta was a 68 in 2010. 
“We’ve got a long way to go.... 
The golf course is going to 
change dramatically. You’ve 
just got to make adjustments.”
